A true Muslim accep ts every Order of .Almighty .Allaah vith his heart and soul. 
It is the saying of Ahnighty .Allaah, "Kullu Man 'Alaiehaa Faan" (Chapter 
Al-Rahmaan. verse =^26). "Kullu Nafsin Zaaiqatul Maut" (Chapter .Aale-Dnraan. verse 
#IS5). "For everything on the earth (besides Allaah ) is extinction." "Every soul must 
taste death." The vorld is not a place to live: it is a mortal siaticn. From the first 
human till the last person. vhoever has come cr v.-ill come. he has to also go from 
here. Death and Life are both creations and every thing beside .Allaah is mortal. A 
human is bestoved a clean life of B arzaq (the inter^ _ al betveen death and 
resurrection). After this life of the vorld. if he is a Muniin (true believer), he is a 
Muttaqi(a pious person) then after that. in the hereafter. ha villbe recei^ing the best 
revards. The vorld has been called as D aartl .Amai (a place of ac tions). Here. tho>e 
vho have adopted leemaan (faith) and taqvaa (piety) and spend their life for the 
pleasure of .Allaah. he is considered successful. The real concept of respect and 
elevati.cn is restricted to leemaan (faith) and Ilm (knovledge). The promise of a high 
status is for those people of leemaan vho acquire knovledge. adom themselves by 
practicing on it. and become an example and role model for others. In the history of 
humanity. only those people are remembered vho. have used every moment of their 
short life and their every energy for truth. honesty. success and good. As vell as vho 
have made their speech and ac tion; intention and paver; and their determination and 
steadfastneas, memorable. 
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no one ever had this ccmplaint with Hazrat Maulana Clkarvi that hehzd everbroken a 
promise. I did not force Hazrat but only said. "I will give you trouble aeain This 
occasion been decided and the guests have arrived. therefore. it cannot be delayed. 
Gtherwisej this eathirine; would have not been held without you." Some other 
speaker was called on this occasion for some time and. like this. that occasion did not 
rernain without Zikr-e-Mustafaa. Arraneements were made for the euest to hear the 
speech of Hazrat Maulana somevhere edse and everyofie listened with such interest 
andcontent that most of themkept talkine about it in the house. I washappy that the 
guests would take good memories tfom here. 

I felt that my heart kep t insistine on mee tine Hazrat Maulana aeain. Even 
thcueh now. there was no intention of inviting him to any function immediately nor 
was there any work. Beside this. there was only lo neme for a meetine. The First 
mee tine of Hazrat had captivated the heart. He uras a straiehtforward and practicine 
scholar. He was a hiehly elevated patron of the Eslaamic relieion. Aeain one day. I 
reached the door of Hazrat. The door was open and Hazrat was sittine in his sittine 
room. I called out. "Is that Hazrat Maulana there?" An answer came. "Please come 
in." E want forward and shook his hands. At that time Maulana uras youne. Broad 
forehead; round. moon liehtest face; laree ayes in which there were red threads. red 
and white color and luminance was in it; he was vary handsome and beautiful. I saw 
that there were rurmine s trines of shinnine tears like pearls on his beautiFul cheeks. 
Due to respect and devotion, Ewas in awe of him. Besides. I couldnot even tolerate to 
see Maulana cryine. I remained quiet for sometimes but I could no t hold myself and I 
said. "Hazrat. what is the matter. is everything alrieht?" He started talkine. "Et is a 
mat ter of fate. since this mo mine I was waiting, had the desire to see the Prophet 
{Sallal Laahu 'Alaiehi Wa Sallam) and had givan the request for Hajj and Ziyaarat 
{visita tio nj' but the name did not come out in bailo tine." I said to him. "Do you really 
want to go?" He said. "Is this a thine to ask?" E said. "Vary well. E will come in a 
while." After saying this much. Fforn there E want to the Municipal cooperaticn on 
Bunder Road (which is now M.A Jinnah Road). Took the passport form trom the 
people who were sittine there. Came back aeain to Hazrat Maulana with the forni 
Filledit with the particular*. Took those pictures trom Hazrat which he had gottan 
made for the Hajj form. By takine permission trom Hazrat.. E came near Masjid 
Kizrah in Saddar and. trom there. climbed on the bus and reached Clifton. Got the 
form endorsed by the foreien secretary Janaab Muhammad Ekraam-ul Laah Saahi 
which he eladly did. At that time. the Pakistan passport oftice was under the Foreien 
office. In the nieht. my duty was in Mo ha t ta Palace in tfont of "Kashanaa" {th 
residence of Muhammad Ikraam-ul-Laah Saahib). E was doine Services in the Pakist an 
Gipher Bureau. 
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association of the leamed and eracious people were an ancient custom of our elders. 
Et could be a conereeation of meelaad or any Eslaamic festival, we used to have many 
eatherines of orators with blazine speeches and relieious scholars in our vicimty. 
Evin today. E remember the speeches of Hazrat Muhaddis eAzam Kichochvee. 
Hazrat Sadarul Faazil Muraad Aabaadi and Maulana Basheer Kotli Lohaaraan 
waalay. Et remained as a custom in our Family that. if there was any occasion in the 
Family, it would beein with the eatherine of mentionine the Prophet {Sallal Laahu 
Alaiehi Wa Sallam). En Karachi. a eatherine was held on the birth of one of my 
related erandsons. Miyaan Ivluhammad Jameel. which was also attended by many 
relativea trom Endia. A eues-t asked that. "Like in Endia. do you also have eatherines 
of Zikr-e-Mustafaa in Pakistan?" E said to the guest s "Zikr-e-Mustafaa continues to 
takeplace in Arsh o Farsh {trom the hiehest heaven to the earth) tfom the beeinnine 
till the end but. in comparison to Endia. these eatherines in Pakistan have a particular 
unique ecstasy and pleasure. Alone with us. all of you have attended the eatherines 
held in Endia and have heard ereat orators. No w you should see and listen here." 

I thoueht that E should make these people First hear theoration of such anorator 
that these people would becomehappy and also remember this orator the same way as 
they had remembered earlier leeendary people. Et did not take me lone to make a 
choice of the personality; on top of the list was Hazrat Maulana Muhammad Shafee 
Okarvã. E inquired his address and climbed his stairs of Sultan Mansion behind Bolton 
Market near Achi Qabr. Knocked at the door on the rieht hand side on the second cr 
third tloor. The door opened Hazrat Ivlaulana was in tfont of me. He welccmed me. 
smiline with immense compassion andbroueht me to the sittine room. Without 
mtrcducine. myself E explained the reason of my visit and desire for a date for the 
blessed eatherine takine place for the happy occasion of Miyaan Muhammad Jameel 
so that he may erace it and eive a speech. Hazrat Maulana placed a diary in tfont of 
me and said that whichever date is empty in this. he would happily come on it. 

But sir! En here. there was no such date up till two and half to three months in 
which Hazrat Maulana had not already made a promisa with one or the other. 
Maulana started sayine. "Those people who have taken dates tfom me. now they are 
not in my control. Ef those who have invited me. would cancel. postpone or would 
like to chanee. then they can do that. The date on which you van t to c all me. on that 
date where E have made a promise. his name and address is written. You can contact 
him. Ef he would aeree then E have no problem in comine to your eatherine on that 
date." E really liked what the respected Maulana said. He was very straiehtfors _ ard and 
realistic and was habitual in tulFLUine a promise. A relieious scholar must possess 
thesequalities. A famous personality cannot remain punctual on keepinea promis but 
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Holy Prophet {Sallal Laahu ALaiehi Wa Sallam). Undoubtedly ha vas a true Azshiq e 
Rasool (Lover of the Prophet) {Sallal Laahu Alaiehi Wa Sallam). Qnly thelove of the 
Prophet (Sallal Laahu 'Alaiehi Wa Sallam) vas th.it precioua possassion of his. vhic 
vas his introducticn and also his honor. AH his lifa. ha mada this tha vealth of his 
soul and kapt vorking passionately. His lifa. his thoughts, tha cantar and pinnacla of 
his every passion and action ramainad only this Lava of tha Prophat {Sallal Laahu 
Alaiehi Wa Sallam). Ha vas so sensitiva about this mattar that ha vould not tolarata 
evan tha slightest di-srespact of anyona in this chaptar. Not only his vritings and 
spa-ech but also by his appaaranca and character. this lo va vas radiantly overfLoving. 
Tha vay Hazrat visitad Madinah Munawarah and did ziyaarat (vant on a 
pilgrimage), vary fev might hava seen Madinah lika this. 


I vanted to maat Hazrat again and again. I vould often go to him and every 
time I vould faal fullness in this devotion. Hazrat Maulana Qkarvi vas prcminent 
amongst such paopla. tha lo va and connaction of vhom is a causa of prida and 
delight. Ha vas vary busy and a veU-knovn personality but thera vas not avan tha 
slight feeling of prida or. in any vay . a trace of salf-projactionor self-praise in him. I 
found him honast and, likavisa. favoring honesty. Maetings vith Hazrat fcap t taldn? 
placa. Paopla vould coma in abundance to him. His sitting room vould ba filled vith 
paopla. his sitting araa vould ba tilled and tha spaca vould become crovded. Ona 
day, vhile talking about it, ha said that, "I faal this araa is not enough. It is ditticult 
for paopla. thay hava to climb stairs andl. mysalf. amnot paacatulhera. This placais 
adjoined vith tha market. Dua to crovd and due to tha noisa and sound. it is ditticult 
to vrita and raad. I th-ink va :should mova to soma residential araa. Haaji Muhajnmad 
Anvar Saahib and his brothers vara kind that thay §ava this placa to ma. From hera. 
Mamon Masjid is not far. E kapt doin? khitaabat (oration) and laadina tha Salaat 
{Dnaamat ) thera. Nov. bacau-Ea of tha manajament of tha Masjid E hava saparatad. so 
novit is not important to liva hera." E said that, "Hera. in theheart of thecity, thara 
is P.E.C.H. Sociaty vhich is a ?ood population. You can -shift thera." Eia said, "That 
isespecially for the eovammant employea-s. Hov can E tind any house thera?" E said. 
"Tha government amployaes also sell thahousas aftermakine thediior thay sive them 
cn rent. E do knov a fev paopla in that araa. Ef you v an t, than E can talk." Ha said 
that. "Et vould ba eood if a small plot is acquirad." E do not hava a lot of ability, yat E 
found out that a vidov vanted to sell a housa under construe tion vith tha number 
M.23. E mada the daal. Hazrat bouaht that housa and got it complatad vith tha 
contractor, Janaab Ylashooq Alaa, and shifted to this housa. E vould lika to also stata 
this hera. that E hava saan tha priva te and public lives of many famous parsonalitias. 
Sav savara contradicticn in thair tongua. natura, talks and action. Difíarant fama and 
diffarant natura. But did not only tind Hazrat Maulana Okarvi tha -sarna in haart and 
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Tha vhole night E did my duty. En tha moming. straight trom thera. E vant to 
tha Passport oftice. E did no t hava any ditticulty bacausa E vas familiar vith tha 
foreign oftice and tha passport oftice vas under us. E met tha chief passport officer. 
Aftar a fev minutas, ha praparad tha passport and gava it to ma. After aequiring tha 
passport. Eagain vant to tharasidanca of Hazrat Maulana. tha -sarna smila. tha -sarna 
vay of velcoming and haart captivating kindnass. 


The special paopla of .AUaah hava gracious manners and Eiazrat Maulana 
-Qkarvi had embraced humility and humbleness, simplicity and purity, compassion 
and kindness. Evan after shining in tha -sky of fama. lika tha sun and the mccn vithin 
him-salf as if tha-sa ^.-era not his adoptad, rather. thay vara his natural qualitias. Tha 
ona vho vould give passionata spaachas vith such a rcar of thunder in gatharings 
and vould talk vith such a sveat and soft tuna in ordinary sittings that tha haart 
vould not vi-sh to gat up from h-ún. Ha had no concam vith nonsan-se talk. Ha vould 
ramain busy all tha time in rasaarch and vriting and vould charm every par-son sit ting 
vith him. Ha vas also vary attractive and full of ava as vali. E prasantad tha passport 
to him. With a glanca ha sav tha passport. Than ha raised his ayas tovards me. Ha 
startad saying, "Yesterday you took my sign for the form and today you hava gotten 
tha passport mada and brought it, vhare alsa it is heard that tha passport is acquirad 
after great fatigue." I said, "Hazrat„ it also happenslike this, I think it is your 
invitation. When thera is invitation than the vorkis dona lika this." Maulana became 
vary happy and said, "Thera ara many st ages after passport, P-form ate. and visa." E 
said. "En Shaa AUaah. tomorrov thosa staps v.-ill also ba fulfillad." For soma time E 
sat vith H az rat and continued to discuss. Than took permissien and cama back. The 
next day, E took a letter from tha chiaf protocol officer of tha Saudi Consulata and 
took tha \-isa for Hazrat Maulana. after raaching tha Saudi Embassy. Tha ambassador 
also gava a special latter. When E raachad Hazrat. aftar recaiving tha visa.. Hazrat s 
taars again starting shining; thasa vera tha taars of happinass. E gava him greatings. 
Hazrat Maulana took tha ticket. ha racaived tha tickats to travai to tha sacred Hijaaz 
from tha routa of Al-Khobar. .And so, lika this. ha vant to Madinah Munawarah for 
thafirst time. 

At that time, the blessingsE took from Hazrat. thay vera accepted and. till 
today, E ajn getting tha blessings of thosa supplications. Ha vas also Mustajaab-ul 
Davaaat (a par-son all of vho se supplications ara accaptad). E vill mantion tha 
blessings of thasa supplication later. WTien Eiazrat .vlaulana cama back from tha tour 
of -sacred city of the Baloved {S allal L aahu '.Alaiehi Wa Sallam), E vant ta maat him. 
Hazrat told tha incidants and amotions during tha tour of tha court of tha Balovad 
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that the caremany arraneed cu this happy ocoaicm vill te of Ivlahfil e Meelzad. 
When everyaaa cela tratas Meelaad cn happy occasions and presant the §ift of 
thankfulness then vhy should ve not do this celetration on makine our first house? 
Therefore vith eraat devo tion and lava. Hazrat oreanized tha eatherine o-f Meelaad 
Shareaf and thara uras a hiiga gatharing. Many scholars and Mashaaikh (Holy 
mastars) af Ahle Sunnat. maanine laeendary personalities, vara gathered in this. 
Thara vas another titla ofjoy on this occasion and that vas thebirth af tha raspacted 
sen. Kaukab Naorani. in tha house af Hazrat. Earlier. tvo aldar sons af Hazrat had 
dapartad and. after that.. tvo daughters vare born in the house af Hazrat. L atar, 
Miyaan Kaukab Saahib vas bom and ha is tha trua hair af Hazrat and is also the 
darine soldiar of Ahle Sunnat and an intematicnal praachar. Tha raspacted taacher af 
H az rat Maulana írhulaam Alee Ashrafea alsa came from Punjab to aftend this 
eatherine. Hazrat Maulana Abdul Salaarn Eaandvi; the poet of Ahla Sunnat. Maulana 
Ziaa ul Qaadiraa; Hazrat Ansaar Alaa Abaadi: and Janaab Biyzaad Lucknavi etc. 
prasantad davotional paatry in praisa. Hazrat had kept tha naraa af this house 
"Naarani Manzil" far vhich the paats alsa made mama rabie quartats. Kaukab Miyaan 
iças vary youne but iças prasant in this eatherine and taok the blessine af averyana. 
Hazrat had dona vary eood trainine af hini. At tha aea af only four ta five years. 
several versas af tha Quraan and many Ahadaes vi th translation vara mada to be 
memorize d by Kaukab Miyaan and Hazrat vould alsa make him recita them in 
^atherines. The printad invitation card af this eatherine is still p rasar ved vith ma and 
I still ramambar tha scanas af it. I still remember Hazrat had also given gifts ímonay) 
to the raspacted scholars. haly mas ters and tharaadars of paatry. 

Hera. I viUalso say this. that these things of Hazrat prova thedistinction ofthe 
persa nality af Hazrat. Qtharvisa. mostly. peaple do not have any coimem basidas 
earnine vorldly eoods vith relieion. It is famous about palicaman that this is said 
about tham. "Thay ask. yau have cama to my house. vhat hava you broueht? Whan I 
vill coma ta yaur hausa than vhat vill yau faad ma?" "Chat bhaa un ka pat bhaa un 
ka." maanine. to razai ve banefit inevery vay. Didnot see this that a palicaman mieht 
also ba eivine gifts ta somaone or faadine tham. Ha is a policaman. vhy doas ha have 
to faad anyone? Even thoueh. ha vears tha uniform for tha country and nation. ha 
must hava mora cara for euardine the lav. Hera. I have seen in Saudi Arabia as soon 
as a palicaman climbs tha bus, ha eivas his fara and. several yaars have passed. I hava 
never saan a policaman pay aft er a delay. Naither is a policaman thara askine for any 
favor bacausa af his uniform. This thine is vary difficult to tind in Pakistan and I am 
not puttine tha respec tad scholars and tha policaman in ona catagory. Tha status and 
stationof trua scholars of relieion are very high. Thay ara tha protector, praachar and 
custodians of tha nation. But I am cnly aaying this much. averyana should hava tha 
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toneue. talkine andaction but also firm andcompatant. 


His truthfulnass and sincerity vas such that everyone admittad and praised it as 
vali. And this vas also a eraat reason af his success. He vas steadfast in his aim and 
detemiination. Ha vould not only recite Aayaat (versas) and Hadees (traditions). ha 
vould also practica tham. Maanine. ha had no diffaranca or appasition in his int ernai 
and externai personality. 

D urine his atay in Sultan Mansion. ha astablishad a eraat creanization of Ahle 
Haqq (Paapla of tha Truth) vith tha nama of "Jamaa at a .-ihla Sunnat." Ha did a 
eraat exhibition of his intallectual vision in sueeestine this nama and did a lot of hard 
vorkin activatine this oreanization. En a brief time ha startada ravolution in tha city 
of Karachi. Especially in Karachi city, tha revolutianary enhancineof tha zaal and 
passion of faith and tha ravolution to avaken ralieious femor vas startad by Hazrat 
\laulana Muhammad Shafae Okaivi. Tha coneraeations af Eid-e-Meelaad un Nabea 
(Sallal Laahu 'Aiaiehi Wa Sallam); Miraaj un Nabea (Sallal L aahu '.Alaiahi Wa 
Saltam); Aashoorah a Muharram; Giyaarahveen Shareef; tha days af tha Khulafah a 
Kaashidaan; .\araas of tha Friends of .-Ülaah; Islaamic festivais; tha enthusiasm and 
dasire of Naat racitation ara all the splandor of tha hard vork of Hazrat Maulana. 
Othervisa bafora him, th era vas no acstasy occasionad lika this in the city of 
Karachi. 

Even if Hazrat stayed in a small apartment of Sultan Mansion or in tha house of 
P.E.C.H Society. no diffaranca vas saan in his nature. his routine or his vork vhich 
is usually ^"isibla amonest paopla vho chanea their rasidanca. Kathar. tha assurance 
of this vill ba eiven by all the vLsitors and triands of Hazrat: tha mora alava tion vas 
achiavad in his raspact and popularity, tha mora tha humility and humblanas 
incraasad in him. Ha vas only concemad vith humblanass and varthlessness. Ha had 
immansa raspact for his elders and ha vas vary kind to his youogsters. Ha vas tha 
laader of tha caravan and tha commander of tha convoy but ha vould remain busy 
lika an untirine varrior and a soldiar vho vould sacrifica his lifa. Almiehty Allaah 
bestovad that status and elevation to him vhich Ha bastovs to His favorad and 
balovadbondsman andmakes them prominent amonest othars. It is statedin th sacrad 
hadaasthat tha ona vho dos humility for Allaah. Allaah elevateshim. Hazrat 
Maulana Qkarvi did not vork for fama and nama but rather his vork elevated his 
nama and. aven today. tha §raciousness of this sar^dce continuas and ha is 
remembered. 


^A han Hazrat Maulana Muhammad Shafae Qkarvi mada his first house. ha said 
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congregation? 3 o me times. I would go with hún. In. those dava-, the w&ekly holiday 
would te cn Sunday. Kence. this matter would usually te bef ween the night of 
Saturday and Sunday. 

In those day, on oneevsning. I went T>.-ith him in a congregation. Hazrat used to 
give untiring and zealous speeches. There would te a large crowd in gathering af hie- 
speeches. He used to make very satisfying speech with evidences and authentic 
praafs cn his topic. He would begin his talk on a certain verse of the Qufzan and. till 
the end. he would remain on the same topic. With quoted evidences and intellec tual 
evidences. he would talk in such an eaay and heart captivating way that the speech 
would te engraved in the heart. With full energy. he would make zealous speeches 
but in a sweet way, that the act would te presented. Whoever heard hún once thenhe 
would no t te satisfied anywhere else. he did no t ílnd that pleasure anywhere else. It 
can te said like this- that he vas an incomparatle oratcr with hii individual but fineit 
style and way. What can te a great aítirmation of hii popularity that thousands of 
■Qrators received fame and became popular by adop ting Hazrafs st yle! 


That night, recame baek ffom the gathering at nearly 2 am. The placewas like 
an empty eround near the house of Hazrat. At that time. in the quiet of the nieht I 
found it difficzij.lt to 50 alone and cover the distance to my house on foot. Hazrat said 
that. "Youdo not have to so onduty in the mornine. 30 rest here." It ismy habit that. 
rieht after Tshaa. I went to sleep and got up early in the mornine. but it would also 
eive me pleasure to sacriflce sleep for hearúig the speeches of Hazrat. E lay dovn 
there. Hazrat took o ff his Jubbah (robe) and Eemaama ( turban) and after wearing his 
veat and lunei (a cio th men wrap around their wziit), he sat in his sittine area while 
keepine a tape recorder next to hún. A pile of books was around hún. He started 
recordine his vo-ice in the tape recorder. Et is said. a per-son only gets sleep in his 
house in his own bed. No matter how comfortable the house of others is. sleep comes 
a little late. Hazrat s voice was not such that it would disturb my sleep but E had not 
slept yet, E got up and went to Hazrat and inquired if he was listening to some earlier 
speech or was he doing speech at that time. when there is no one to listen in this 
silence. Hazrat was reading quotations ffom the books. He said to me that. "You may 
rest without any formality. E will wake you for Fajr Salaat." E inquired. "Es there any 
clock here? .Are you going to sei an alarm?" He said, "You may sleep without 
worxying. Rest of the t alk will continue in the mornine." I slept on the bed. At the 
time of Fajr Salaat. Hazrat woke me and also awakened two other gnests. We all 
performedour sunnat (two rakaa at) after doing abulation. Hazrat lead thejamaaat for 
Fajr Salaat. Hazrat k=pt the books in the cupboard. tumed off the tape recorder and 
slept there at the sittine area. He would sleep there so that whanin the day the visitors 
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care of their status, dienity, and identity. While beine respectful to the honorable 
Echolars. E will say that day and nieht. there is a crowd úi their house. One comes and 
one s;oes; till where will they be able to look after and seiv r e them? Till what extent. 
would they serve everyone? And those who come to these people. he comes to 
quench his intellectual and spiritual thirst. These people should themselves look after 
them (the scholzrs). The respected schalars devo te their livasfor the true relieion. To 
bind them for the satisfaction and tranquility of the visitors that they should also ei va 
food and drink to everyone who comes. then. it will be oppression. They also have 
hieh quality boobs for readine. They have to devota so much time to the people 
therefore. they cannot do any business. The Divúie has made this arraneement for 
them that people also do financial Service of them and to ^ive financial ^ifts 
<nazr aanay) and presentsto the leamed people is provan by the Sunnah(tradition) But 
Hazrat Maulana Muhammad Shafee Gkarvi was also very eraceful in this matter. It is 
not possible that someone would come to hún and our Hazrat would not entertainhún 
warmly. A continuous round of fruits, drúiks and tea would lineer. Ef it was a 
mealtime then Hazrat would make hún eat food. And E also know this thine also vary 
well that there was no servant etc. in Hazrat s house for cooking food or for doine 
house work. His wife and dauehters would do all the work. The dastarkhawaan 
(tableclo th for food) of H az rat vary vast and he would feel vary happy in feedin? 
people. There was cordiality in his nature. Ha was vary kind and affectionate. smiline; 
and pleasant. Daily, many people would come to Hazrat who would expect financial 
help ffom hún. 3uch people also come to popular personalitias. especially respected 
scholars and holy people. Hazrat would also exhibit sreat kúidheartedness úi this 
reeard. And he did so many deeds of Sadaqah Jaariyah (continuous charity). a 
example of which is very rarely found amonest the crowd of scholars. Whenever an 
announcement was asked to be made for t he do nat ion af a ma sjid o r madras sah 
Hazrat would be the first one to presant the money ffom his pocket. Just due to hún 
•sevaral masaajid and madaaris reached their completion. 

•Our Hazrat Maulana had eood looks and also eood taste. He would eat laE-s food but 
he would eat pure food. He would himself buy the wheat. His family would wash. dry 
and clean it and then §et it erinded. Whoever had the privileee of eatine food in his 
house. he will eive the confúmation of this thine that the food in Hazrafs house had 
lot of taste and blessine. The esistence of Hazrat. himself. was a portrait of beauty 
and favors. He was not only a preachers of the traditions (Sunnah) but he was also 
trueobedient and committed to them. Wkenhe shifted to the house in Society. in the 
matter af residence. I was not far ffom hún. Often. it happened that if E would eo to 
meet hún in the evAnine then E would read the Salaat of Maehrib and Tshaa with hún 
After Tshaa. he had to go daily for speech. He would ask me. "Will you go to the 
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of Sharqpur Shareef in tha Naqshbandi Mujaddidae succession but ha kapt devotion 
and love for all tha respected pious pesple of all tha chains of Taraeqat (spiritual 
doe trina) and vould §o to tha gathermgs -of everyone. Ha had ímmense love for 
Hazrat Saiyyidinz Ghaus -e-Azam. This ia also an undaniabla fact that tha nama of 
Hazrat Maulana Muhammad Shafee Ükarvi ivas respactad and lovsd by all tha .Ahla 
Sunnat Wa Jamaa at. Evary Sunni had lava ,and devo tio n for him. no mattar any 
madrassah cr spiritual boda ha may ba associatad vith. Our Hazrat vas tha balovad 
ofeveryooa. 

Many paopla do not set tha due respact according to thair vorth but tha 
discourse of nama of onr Maulana Qkarvi vas graat in all directions in his vorldly 
lifa. His- popnlarity and fama vas exemplary. Anothar graat thing abont him vas this. 
ha vould do graat modasty and shyness for his ovn self and ha did not have concem 
vi th falsa praise and flattary. Ha did not even havs a trace of salf-projaction. Ha 
vould say that in tha beginning ha vonld do Naat racitation. My aldars said that, 
"You hava baan givan tha blessing of good voica and avaryona does not stay 
unimpressed aftar listaning ta yonr Na at Shareef. Tha hearts of paopla mallov dou, ti. 
meaning think lika this that tiald is ploushad in tha tiald and va havs to only sov tha 
■saads. Hara you sov tha saads and thara tha crop is raady and tha plant starts to 
grov." Tha aldars said that along vi th melody. if thara vas also good talk than it is 
Noor {luminance) on top of Noor. Tharefore. I also startad spaachas. raad books in 
crdar and oompleted tha course. Along vi th this, ha said. "Aetually. this is all only 
mattar of graciousness. I only have tha vealth of gracious-ness of pions paopla and 
thair blessings. othervisa. it doas not happen lika this by only reading a fav books." 
Hazrat vonld speak tha truth that ha had baan bestovad specizl favors and effects 
The paopla tfom vhom Almighty Allaah vants to take special favors. Ha bestovs 
thamabnndantly. 

Whan Hazrat startad tha serias of spaachas. tha qualities of melodious voica 
vas also preminent in tha spaachas. Ha vould raad Masnavi of Maulana Ruum and 
tha poetry of Alaa Hazrat Baralvi vi th graat ex cal lance. His versas vara full of 
andanças-, to tha point and so authantic that tha spaach vould ba four times mora 
affectiva and avaryona vould ba entertained. Thara vould ba gatherings in serias in 
tha sarna araa for tan days and tha qnantity of tha audianca vould incraasa avary day. 
In tha month of Mnharram also. tha sathsrms of Aashoorah vonld ba so mamo rabia 
that it vas avaited all year. Hazrat Maulana Okarvi vould describe tha aventa of 
Karbalaa and Shahaxdat-naamah (tha details of tha 'vlartyrdom of Karbalaa). 8o it 
vould saam that tha crovd of tha vhola city had aathered to haar his spaachas. Ha 
vould also do tha spaach of Shab-a- MiTaaj so beautifully and vould adom it vith 
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coma. thay could vakehim up if they found it important or vait for Hazrat to get up. 
I did not have tha habit to slaep aftar Fajr Salaat. I kapt looking at tha library vhile 
sitting in tha living araa of Hazrat. Hazrat had a precious ccllaction of excellent 
books. Aftar a littia vhile. Qaari Shaukat Alaa Saahib cama. He vas tha 
fathsr-in-Lav of Haaji Mnhammad Anvar Saahib (of Tavakknl Trading). Hazrat had 
livad in tha tlat of this Haaji Saahib na,ar Achi Qabr. This Qaari Saahib vould teach 
Qur aan to Hazrafs childrsn and aftar that. ha vould vrita tha racordad vords of 
Hazrat tfom tha tapa racordar. I kapt saam? all thasa avents bacausa I had not gone 
homa dna to tha holiday. Thara. a rough draft of saventaan to eighteen pages vas 
raady. Early in tha mo min?, breakfast cama tfom Hazrafs house for us. Wa all ata 
breakfast. I lay dovn for a vhila but I could no t slaep. Aftar 11 o clock. Hazrat voke 
up. took a shovar and cama back to sit in tha sit ting placa again. Food cama tfom 
inside. Wa all ata delicious food. Qaari Shaukat Saahib kapt tha vritten papers in 
tfont of Hazrat. E had seen thasa papers at a glance. Thasa papers vera filled vith 
vorks of resaarch and vritin?. Verses and Ahadaes. quo tas of jnrists. namas of books 
vith tha rafaranca of thair page nnmbars aftar seeking proofs vith tham vith tha talk 
of Hazrat. Hazrat sav thasa pagas at a glanca. Ha mada a lot of editing. corractions 
and changas and again gave thosa drafts of papar to Qaari Saahib for calligraphy. 
This is hov E knav that, aftar tha spaach. H az rat doas not stay idleeven for a minuta 
dnring tha night. Rathsr. aftar tha spaach. ha ramains busy inrasaarchand vriting. Ha 
had great dasira of raading. Till tha time ha vould sit in tha living araa. ha vould 
hava tha books in tfont of him. Ha vould also keep doing tha vork of putting 
references and foo tnotas on tha books. The session of t alk vith vrsitors and tfiands 
vonld also continua, all tha time. ha remained busy vith his soul. 

Et vas his habit to stay up all night. Ha mada thousands of spaachas and also 
mada his vàluable vritings mamorabla on various important topies. I hava saen a lo t 
of paopla. someone is vary proticiant and famous in spaach and not proficiant in 
vriting. vhila someone vould hava axpartisa proticiancy in vriting but ha vould not 
ba abla to gjve a spaach. But siri Et vas tha blassing of .Allaah that Hazrat Maulana 
Qkarvi had expertisa to graat axtant in bo th oration and vriting. .And ha vas an orator 
and vriter Processing tha gifted qualities of .Allaah. Besides. his spaachas vara 
popular among both tha aftlnent and commoners. Tha corraction of tha belief and 
actions of millions of paopla vare dona thrcngh him. Ha vant everyvhara. all ovar 
Pakistan. and raisad tha voica of Truth in avary comer of tha conntry. Lagandary 
scholars and \lashaa'ikh as vell as aldarly crators and vriters also respactad Hazrat 
Nlaulana. En vhichaver gatharing Hazrat vas presant only. ha vonld o varcast. 


Hazrat Maulana Qkarvi had tha allegiance of tha respactad Hazrat Saani Saahib 
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to lookafter them. 


Hazrat ívlaulana Qkarvi Tould remain eaeer for MsdiJiah MunzTwarah. 
Wh.en.ever he Tould! eet the chance to come to Madinah. he Tould put all his 
enjaeements behind and Tould not miss the chance to visit the court of the Belovsd 
{Sallal Laahu Alaiehi Wa Sallam). After comine to Jeddah. I remain connected to 
Hazrat vi th letters and phone. Hazrat Tould Tiite very =rand andsreet letters. There 
is no such letter of his in Thieh full Durood Shareef is not present. He Tould beein 
by mentioning the belo ved Holy Prophet (Sallal Laahu 'Alaiehi Wa Sallam) and 
Tould adom the Tords of his Triting that even the soul Tould be deliehted after 
readine it. He also had very eood h an d Triting, it seemed as if he has strune pearls. 
WTueoever he Tould decide for Ziyaarat. Hajj or Umrah. he Tould inform me. Here 
also. he Tould not have any free niehts. 3 o me times, he Tould hava eatherines in the 
residence of Janaab Abdul Hameed Quraishee. sometimes in the residence of 
Muhammad Tufaiel Saahib in Maldcah Mukarramah. Pakistanis Tould eather and 
enjoy the STeet ser mo n of Hazrat. After comine here as vell. Hazrat had the desire to 
stay loneer in Madinah Munavrarali or he vauld st ay in Maldcah Mukarramah. Ün 
aur request. he Tould stay in Jeddah for one or íto days so it Tould be deli eh t fui. 
Once he came to spend the month of Kamadaan here. En those days. durine the month 
of Kamadaan. the Salaat of taraveeh in Jeddah Tould only be held in one Masjid 
There a Shaafiee Imazm read the Holy Quraan by holdine it in his hands. meanine. 
he Tould read by viering the Holy Quraan. We vrould be vai tine for Janaab Haatiz 
Kahmat Alee Baseerpuri. For sevsral years. he came here and recited the Holy 
Quraan. In the day he Tould perform Umrah vhile fastine and in the nieht he Tould 
recite the Quraan to us in Taraweeh. Here. Hazrat Maulana Qkarvi always spent the 
month of Kamadaan in ívladinah Munavrarzli and he also did the E tilcaaf of the last 
Ashrah two to three times, meanine. vhenever he came in the month of Kamadaan. 
he stayed in Madinah MunzTvarah. He did not approva of stayine outside Madinah 
MunaTrar ah . 

He vould eo to eive salutation to all the piaus holy meu. He knev every face 
and every place. He Tas avare of all the Ziyaarat (holy placas to visit). He Tas also 
met ftiends. His speech.es Tere also held in ívladinah MunaTrarah. The people still 
have the recording of his speeches Thich are heard and distributed to others for 
listenine and hence Hazrat is remembered. He Tas a Tare of the etiquettes of 
ívladinah. The vievers knew rhat kind of a lo ver of the Prophet he Tas. In ívladinah 
MunaTrarah. he mostly stayed in the house of Qutb-e-Madinah, ívlaulana Shah 
Ziyaa ud Deen Ahmad Qaadiri. Tho used to li ve first near B aab - us - 3 alaam and la ter 
near Baab-e-Majeedi. Not that area is includad in the Haram. This is the event of 
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the verses of Qaseedah-e- MiTaajiyah (the descri ption of the nieht of Miraaj in 
poetiy) of Alaa H az rat Faazil e Barelvi that he rould do maeic. He rould also have 
tro to three speeches in one nieht bu-t in every eatherine there rould be the same 
passion and t remendo us speech. 

His vast knorledee and the desire of research had given aueh grasp and dep th 
in his speeches that, in Thichever topic he vauld eive a speech. he Tould not leave 
any apprehension. He Tould not even make his Tay of spealdne difticult. therefore. 
the commoners Tould also benetit trom him the same Tay as the JcnoTled-eeable 
Tould tlourish. Wlienever he Tould eive speech at a particular ea therine then in his 
Tay of expression. he Tould consider the ability and aptitude of the listeners. He 
Tould make such talk that Tell-knoTn officers Tould also become his aimirer and 
devotees. En confirma tion of his point and topic. he Tould perform ^ith §reat 
courtesy and consistency. Moreover, he Tould also presen t t he s t atement s of his 
opponents and Tould say this liehtheartedly as t&U that f "My opponents should eive 
mererard that I am doine their publicity and the publicity of theirbooks." The ereat 
flavor of clean humor in Hazrat s talks Tas also excellent. His reason of popularity 
Tas his exemplary cration but vith Thichever excellence he Tas bestoTed by the 
Divine that excellence Tas at its om excellence and Hazrat proved himself to be 
Torthy of it. 

While expressine their most belo ved personalities, the exaeeeration of ,an 
admirefs explanation is not far from imaeination. But Iam not involvedin any 
exaeeeration or superficiality v-hile mentienine personalities like Hazrat Maulana 
Shafee Okarvi. I am descntine the facts ti th full confidence. Not only me but 
every one, not only accepts this reality, rather. every one hassaidit spontaneously and 
has Tritten it. W T hatever details have been vritten by his ovn teachers. Mashaailch 
and elders in their v-fitines in vier of Hazrat ívlaulana Okarvi. after that. there should 
not be any doubt or exaeeeration in mineor anyone else's expression. 


My association with Hazrat Saahib Tas very brief in Karachi city. But There 
the hearts are connected and lave and devo tion is allied there. even besides the 
distance. closeness continues. A day Tas that Then I served for the preparation of 
Hazrat Maulanas tour of Madinah. H az rat eave me blessines. Those prayers vare 
fulfilled and the desire of my he ar t Tas eranted. The Government of Pakist.an 
appointed me in Paldstan Embassy in Jeddah and. in this Tay. I came in the vicinity 
of the sacred Hijaaz. There for tvelve years. I kept undertaldne eo vsmment duties. 3h 
those days. my residence Tas in the center of the city vith all the facilities. The 
assoe iates Tould come fiom the native country and Te Tould a get ereat opportunity 
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said to him. "Ef they vant to know then I can present evidences that the rakaa at of 
Taraveah is tventy." I still ramamber from the eviòences which Hazrat gava. this 
much that. if you hava any objaction on tventy rakaa at, then irirst answer this easy 
question: vhy and hov vare the rukoo placed in the Holy ■Qrir aan? Why vare they 
considaradnacassary and why ara they called rukoo'? Nov not only the in-charge but 
also tho s a students vare quiat vho had baan making a great noise bafora. Hazrat 
axplamad very nicaly and explainad. in reference to Saiyyidinz Usmaan-e-Ghani 
{Radiyal Laahu Anhu), that, "Tha completion of Qufaan vould ba on tha ave of the 
twenty-aeventh and daily, tventy rakaa at of Tarzweah vera parformad and thara ara 
five hisndrad and forty rukoo" in tha Holy Qufaan. Nov if you divida fiva hundred 
and vi th tventy-savan vith forty. tha answer is tventy. Thasa Rukoo’ hava baan 
placad vhera Hazrat Uamaan used to do rukoo in Taraveah and. according to tha 
sacrad hadees. it is mandatory on us to follov tha Khulafaz-e-Raashideen (tha sacrad 
Caliphs) of tha Holy Prophat {Sallal Laahu Alaiehi Wa Sallam). Dua to this. va raad 
tventy rakaa at and tha eight rakaa at is of Salaat-ul-Laiel and is not of Taraveah. 
B es ides. ve raad thraa Witr." Hazrat also said a lot mora but I only ramambar 
somavhat from it. Wa sav tha in-charga bada faravell to Hazrat vithgreat respact 
and apologizad for tha behavior of tha polica otficars. Tha tvo paopla vho cama in 
Arabic attira. they sant a t alegram to Malik Faisal that thosa paopla vho vant to raad 
tventy rakaa at. inform us about them. could thay maka arrangements to perfomi 
tventy rakaa at in congregation in Haram or no t? 


E have spacially mantionad this incident because, after this. Malik Faisal got 
this enaminad that thosa vho raad tventy rakaa at thay do not commit any fitnah 
{mischief). They only do vorshipping and it is also proven by corract evidences. 
Tharefore. only tventy rakaa at of Taraveah should ba raad in tha Haram. Malik 
Faisal accaptad this thing dua to Hazrat Maulana Okarvi or thara vas any othar 
reason but since that time tventy rakaa at of Taraveah is parformad in congregation 
ínMadinah and Makkah. Henca. E vant to say this that Hazrat Maulana vas a pcrtrait 
of spaaking tha truth and steadfastness. Ha kept an unshakaabla baliave about Dean 
{Faith), Mazhab (religious) and his. our, Maslak (path). .And vhenaver a situation 
vould arise ha vould not adopt diplomacy and compromise, neither did ha cara for 
anyone. Rzthar. ha vould eidubit fearlessness. courage and boldness. Al hamdu lil 
Laah that ha vas a true Muslim man and a soldier. 

E vould also say this for Hazrat Maulana that ha vas very prasant of mind and 
readiness in raplying. The presença of both such qualities like presença of mind and 
presença of readiness to reply at its bast in someone is. surely. a giftad quality of 
Almighty. Hazrat Maulana Muhammad Shafae Okarvi vas not only a scholar and 
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thosa days vhen. after King Saud. tha ara of King Faisal had begun and Hazrat 
Maulana vas hera in tha month of Ramadaan. Tha extension in the Haram. of Makkah 
vas baing dona. Baab-us-Saud vas constructed vhich is nov knovn as 
Baab-ul-Abdul Aziz. 

Tha vay of govemanca vhich vas establishad in tha ara of Malik Abdul Aziz. 
tha sarna also continuad in tha days of Malik Saaud and in tha early days of Malik 
Faisal that also continuad. En tha Haram. aight rak aat Taraveah vas hald in 
congregation. And the Salaat ofvitr, after the tvo raka azt, thara vould ba ona 
separata rakaa at. Thay ara still raad thara like this today. 

When. in tha month of Ramadaan. Maulana Saahib cama to Makkah 
Mukarramah. paopla gathered as they found out about tha na ws of his arrival. 
jhlaulana enterad tha Haram and Hazrat laad tha Salaat of Tshaa and also laad the 
congregation of tventy rakaa at of Taraveah and. after that. lad three witr according 
to tha Hanafi vay. As soon as Hazrat said salaam after tinishing tha Salaat of witr, 
thadasignatad otticials cama and said to Hazrat. "You hava to come vith us." Hazrat 
askad. "Where?" Thay said. "To tha polica station." Eiazrat askad, "What is our 
crima?" Thay said. "You hava laad separata Salaat and hava laad tha congregation of 
tventy rakaa at." Hazrat replied to them in .Arabic. "E hava to raad navaatil (voluntary 
Salaat) nov. After that, I vill coma vith you." During thosa days and aven nov. 
mostly in tha month of Ramadaan. govemment offices and bazaar ate. ara opanad 
during night till Sahari. In tha day, it is a stata of desertion in them. tha stay quiat. 
Tha paopla coma after Taraveah and do their vork. Hazrat Maulana vant vith thesa 
oíticizl paopla in tha diraction of tha Polica Station. A lot of time passad but tha 
in-charga did not coma. After soma time. the in-charga cama and. at tha sarna time. 
tvo paopla cama in nica .Arabic dress and inquirad. "Is thara any order of hardship 
etc. for such paopla from Malik Faisal on thosa paopla vho raad tventy rakaa at of 
Taraveah?" Tha in-charga said. "Thara is no such order." Thasa paopla inquirad 
from tha ofticizl. "Then vhy h ave you saatad this Maulana Saahib hera?" Tha in 
charge said, "I have no knovL=dge about it. Why has ha baan bought hera?" Then ha 
ealled tha polica man and askad them about the Maulana. The polica man -said. "Ha 
has laad tventy rakaa at of Taraveah in congraga tion separately. Henca va hava 
bought him hera." At that time vith tha polica man. thara vare also soma Saudi 
students. According to "Mudaee susht gava chust " (maaning. like the saying that tha 
ona vho has claimed is la zy but tha vitnessas are mora active) t hey startad incraasing 
the mat ter and triad to impo se accusations on Ylaulana Saahib. So Hazrat Saahib said 
to them in a very forceful vay that, "This is not baing discussed vith you. Tharafora. 
you paopla should not interfera and stay quiat." Hazrat addrassad tha in-charga and 
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special spaces in Masjid 0 Nata vi. Those vho wanted to sit in i tikaaf (mutakif) vi th 
Hazrat Maulana Okarvi, they vera ereater in quantity. Hazrat would ^ive Dars 
(explanation of Qur aan) in thê mcminz and eveninz and would also §ive anawers to 
the liatenera. Amongst those vho vould ask questiona. thsre would also ba some vho 
cnly ask to evaluate or test and some vho would a;!: quastions for their knowladge. 
One day. t vo peaple inquired from Hazrat that. "Which is the area of Masjid e 
Natavi that vas built by the Turks and which one is built by the Saudi government? 
W ha t is the difference betveen the tvo?" The lizhtaned face of Hazrat Maulana 
turned tovards the Qiblah on this questicn. He -smiled vhile looldn? at the red 
buildin? of the Turks and said. "The buildin? of the Turks reflect khuloos fpurity of 
lo ve) and the construction of the Saudi retlect s fulo os (plural of tris. coin. cash. 
money)." The one vho questicnedcould not makeany objection to this intellectually 
sufEcient reply. This is the fact. it is said atout the Turks that. vhen they did the 
construction of Haram-e-Nabvi. the laree stones which they placed. they prepared 
them at a distance. Every appointed labcrer vas a Haafiz (one vho memorized the 
Qur aan). Every person vas restricted to st ay in ablution (vuzu) and they vould 
remain busy in the recitation of the holy Qur'aan. meaninz. hands vould be vorking 
and toneues vould remain in remembrance of the vards of Àllazh. En every vay. care 
vould be given to respect and honor, to such anextent. that they vould not make any 
such noise which vould disturb the Holy Prophet (Sallal Laahu Àlaiehi Wa 3aliam) 
vhile vorkins in the sacred Haram. Therefore. it is heard that these laborers had 
placed rubber etc. cn their hammers and they vould not make any noise. Alonz vith 
the streneth and duraJbility of the buildinzs. they also placed in ífont of them. quality 
and good taste. Such strone construction vas done around and under the pillars. that 
later. vhen the Saudis vanted to remove some pillars. it became difücult to remove 
them. They had to use dynamite and eunpovder. En the construction of the Turks. 
arranjements verealso made to protect the visitara from the veather changes. 
Meaning. -in the winter that area vould remain varm and. in summers. cool. Even 
after the passine avay of hundred years. there vas no complaint. durine any rain that 
vater drained from any side. The Saudis spent a lot of money and adopted modem 
vays of construction but the difference in the khuloos of the Turks and fuloos of 
Saudis ean be felt. Hazrat presented an excellent exhibition of presence of mind and 
toneue and said such a thing on which even opponents had no othsr choice but to 
remain quiet. 

Every one was asking somethingor the other. A person asked this question that,. 
"Following of the Salaat of the sinner and transgressor has also been said to be 
permitted. then vhy can ve not read Salaat behind the Ghaier Muqallideen (those do 
no t foliov any of the faur Emaams of Ahle Sunnat)? He replied. "There is a difference 
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leamed mau; researcher and thinker: complier and vii ter; Júris t and Evaluator: 
teacher and educator: guide and protector; orator and preacher; well-wisher and 
defender; Haafiz (memorizer) and Qaari (reciter); an incomparable and irreplaceable 
orator. but he vas also full of beauty and eonduct. in features and nature; articulation 
and character; tone and voice; tempsrament and disposition; habits and behaviors. 
etc. Ef he is called a portrait of beauty and superb manifestation then it is absolutely 
correct. His recollec tion . mea nine his memory and int elligence. vas carrying an 
ultimatestate of excellence. 


He kept an expertise in understandine the evidences and then in explaining 
them. He vas also a great debater and speaker. With every given quality and 
excellence of the Divine. he did the facilitation of True religion. He had such pure 
and elevated passion for the facilitation of relieion that envy can be done on it. He 
vas sincere. hardvorking and an untiring soldier. It is said Tshq (lave) and Mushk 
(musk fraerance) cannot be hidden. even vhen concealed. The lo va of Allaah and His 
Prophet (Sallal Laahu Àlaiehi Wa Sallam) vas thorouehly filled in him. This love 
vas the luminance of his face and character. El vas the aim of his vords and actions 
and vas the aetual vaalth of his life. Millions have receivad this lieht and fraerance 
from him. Like it is said by Janaab Hafeez: 

Muhammad Ki Mahabbat Deen e Haqq ki Sharth e Awal Hai 
Eesee Mayn Hu Aear Khaami Tou Sab Kuch Naa mukammal Hai 
The love of Muhammad (Sallal Laahu .Àlaiehi Wa Sallam) 
is first requisite of the True Relieion 
If there is a flav in it then every thine else is incomplete 

This same love of the Prophet (Sallal Laahu .Àlaiehi Wa Sallam) vas his 
concern and his ac tion. His thouehts. opinions and vision vere associated vith this 
one deep and everlastine ocean. He vas found to be a portrait of steadfastness and 
persistence like mountains in this chapter. He sacrificed everyt hine for this and 
prateeted these piiceless valuables. He. himself. used to say, "Iam not a majnuQover) 
vho drinks milk. I am a majnu vho dves blood." Therefore. he tolerated the strike of 
daeeer and lance, sfone and rocks. He accepted hardship but he did not tum avay 
from the path of truth. He stayed steadfast on the standpoint of courace and darinj. 
no t o n fa^o n t tsm o r disnusEal 

He made the examples of the love of the Prophet (Sallal Laahu 'Àlaiehi Wa 
Sallam) menio rabie. Thirty-tvo years azo. I also sav some miracles of his. It vas the 
blessed and spiritual holy month of Ramadaan. The people vere resarving their 
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br the beginning. Hazrat would bring groceries of the house by himself and he 
had a great sense of Identification. He uras the fellow of a business family. He kept 
business as- his way of livelihoad. He would 50 to Eolton Market once a week. Even 
while shifting to the house ofP.E.C.H Society. he would buy fiuits fiom there. Not 
everyone has such choice in selecting fiuits. He would also know the vsíght after 
holding the fiuit in hands and I want to also say this, without exaggeration. that he 
would also tell the taste and other qualities. We would also 50 along with him ao, this 
way, we would he ahle to buy good fiuits. Hazrat was buying fiuits from a v=ndor in 
Bolton Market. A shopkeeper saw him and immediately kissed the hands of Hazrat 
and humbly said, "Please put your feet in my shop." Hazrat accepted his request. He 
asked his servant to trine tea and said that. "Last year, I had bought sugar and had a 
loss of fi.fi y thousand in it. This is the Will of Altaah. This year E have again bought 
sugar worth three lakhs. You make supplication (Duaaj for me that I would have the 
profit of two lakhs so that the old loss would also te tulfilled and more profit would 
be gained." Hazrat said. "The real reason of calling in the shop is known and. also 
this. that you want a supplication of profit of two lakhs after giving one cup of tea. 
there should be some balance. " Then he said, "There is blessing in business and a true 
businessman has great st atos. But no blessing is left in unlavíul gain of profit and in 
storing provision. Supplication for profit is good but we should not forget the rules of 
business." That shopkeeper started saying. "Hazrat. make the supplication. Et is our 
experience that your supplications are accepted. We only want this much du az that 
there is no loss." Hazrat said, "May Àllaah bestow graciousness. " After a few days, 
we went to buy fruits with Hazrat again fiom the szme place. That shopkeeper again 
called out. Hazrat went to his shop again but now the way of speaking of that 
shopkeeper was somewhat different. He was boasting that,. "We cancount the 
feathers of a flying bird. We are businessmen fiom our forefathers and generations. 
We know very well what the direction of the wind is. We said that we may have a 
profit of two lakhs, so we receivad the profit of two lakhs. We had bought with this 
calculation. our guess was correct. " We saw the grandeur of j alaal clearly appear on 
Hazrat. He said. "When there was loss then you associated it towards Àllaah. Today, 
Àllaah has given you profit so you are describing it to be your excellence. .Ànd you 
are boasting today that you are the son of a businessman. were you the son of 
■someone else yesterday when you bore a loss of fifty thousand?" Then said. "Try to 
understand the reality of profit and loss and keep your intention and action correct." 
Hazrat Maulana had no inhibition in saying the words of truth. E also saw one such 
jalaaliaspect of Hazrat: a person who was a vay elo se asso cia t e of Hazrat and Hazrat 
had also liked him a lot. he hadscoldad a beggar. Hazrat did not talk to him after that. 
He said. "Even if he dresses up in splendid clothes and baga fiom you while sitting on 
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between faasiq fil amai (one who is disobedient in actions) and faasiq fil aqeedah 
(onewho is disobedient in belieís). Et is not so severe to have negligence in action a it 
is to be bad in belieís." An innocent person thought, "E should also ask a question." 
He inquired. "We should do niyaaz (give otterings) of whom?" Hazrat replied to him 
according to that persohs own intellect. and said. "AJlaah is without desire?" He said. 
"Yes." "Not everyone else is Bay Niyaaz (without desire). there fora. we should d 
their Niyaaz (give offering to them). " Only this reply was sutficient in accordance to 
his understanding and he becarne happy. These sessions would continue like this, till 
whereshould E describe it? Edo not even remamber everythingin detail. 


Each time. the visit of Hazrat Maulana Qkarvi in Madinah Muna^v.-arah would 
be memorable for us. He would remain very respectful. His eyes would be fihed with 
tears and the recitation of Durood would be on the lips. En the night, he would sweep 
in the sacred Ha ram e Nabavi and. in this way. he would collect treasures of 
auspiciousnass for hónself. When he would walk in the lanes of Madinah 
Munawvarah. he would take deep breaths of the wind of Madinah and would recite 
•sacred naat in a low v-nlume. Oil in the hair. wall placed hair. adomed with a sacre 
ajnaaniah (turban), he would enibellish every eye. One evening. we were sit ting with 
Hazrat Qutb-e-Madinah. Maulana Ziaa-ud-deen .Ahmad Qaadiree. there would be 
gathering of Ivleelaad Shareef in his house every night after Ishaa. WTien Hazrat 
Maulana would come to Madinah Munawvar ah , H az rat Qutb-e-Madinah would also 
listen to Na at Shareef fiom him and would also make him give a speech. He had 
great lo ve for Maulana and would consider him a precious as set of Ahle Surmat 
especially in Pakistan. That evening. he told his family members. "Et is hot in the 
rconi. Place a charpai {handmade bed) for Maulana in the lane." Maulana said to 
Hazrat, "E do not have thehabit of sleepingin the lane." Hazrat Qutb-e-ívladinah said, 
"Maulana. this is the lane of Madinah Munawvarah." Maulana was in tears. He laid 
the charpai. himself. in the lane andslep t happily. 

Along with the presence of mind and readiness to reply, we also saw j amaal 
(lovable beauty) and j alaal (honorable dignity) in Hazrat Maulana. One day. he 
himself told us that when he was in Okara. he had to go to the viUage for giving 
speeches and the people of the village would say informal things. The speech was 
given in the village. H az rat would eat food after the speech. Someone said without 
hesitation. "Respected maulvees would not eat anything less than a chicken. Only 
chicken should be cooked for the dinner." Hazrat had heard this. During the speech. 
■in some way, he brought this into his speech and said that,. "if the respected maulvees 
eat chicken. they also give the Azaan as vell." The people liked this reply a lot. This 
was the jamaali way. Now. some of his jalaali way. 
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important to fulfill a promise. Gracious .Allazh will bestow bleamga. You tell me. 
will you come with us?" I said that, "I will certainly 50 aft er completing my Umrah 
and fmühing the Szyee (seven rounds of walkiiig) of Safaa and Marwah (the two 
hills). " We promiaed to meet at As-Salzam Gate. 

Along with Hazrat, there were tifteen people fendes me. Wa want towards the 
Mountain of Saur in a conveyance. Now, the road hzs become very good and wide. En 
those days, there were not so many facilities. Wa had decidad wa wauld come back 
bafore aftaar. I already had the anspu^oumueas of climbing this mountain bafore and E 
was familiar with the pathway. The cther people were climbing very enargatically bu-t 
the watt of Hazrat Maulana was exhibiting that he was having difficulty due to 
physical weakness. E again said that. "Hazrat. the promise has been tulfilled. You 
haye come this far. this mountain is very htgh. Do not put yourselfin difficulty. You 
could visit the top some other time." He said. "E will attempt. Ef Almighty Wills. 
•someone waat lite me might also ba successful. " Hazrat said that,. "You may watt at 
yourown paca. Do not worry about me. E will also come." All of u-skept covering the 
path. but E was thinking about Hazrat so E kept to o tine back after every littla whila. 
Alt of a sudden. I saw that Hazrat was making a supplication by spreading his han ds 
and was crying excessively. E could not move forward. E kapt looking at Hazrat. We 
saw that, all of a sudden. a portion of cloud spread over some area of the mountain 
and it started raining, even though. there was sun att around and there was no 
inüuence of rain. E will never forget that rain. The water had rained in some unique 
style. E do not know what was in that rain cr what kind of rain it was. This rain had 
given so much energy to Hazrat that when he picked up his steps. he cnly stopped at 
the cave. A group of Syrian people was also present there before us. Hazrat said that 
he will h ave a small mahfil (gathering to recite na at and discourse) in this cave. The 
water of this rain had gathered in a hole nearby the cava. Wa all did wuzu (ablution) 
with it. By this, it can be wall imaged. how much it rained in a faw mcments. Hazrat 
lead the Salaat and described that event of Kijrat -e-Nabavi (Migration of the Prophet 
íSallal Laahu 'Alaiehi Wa Saltam) and also made us read poetry in the praise of 
Hazrat Aboo B akr Siddeeq (Allaah be pleased with him). AU of us, even the Syrian 
people. joined in it. After the speech. Durood and Salaam was recited. What a soul 
lifting gathering it was! After this. all of us said duaa with tears in our eyes. No t a lo t 
of time was left for aftaar and noneof us had brought anything to eat. You have to be 
very careful vhile coming down a mountain. A slight mistake can also be very severe. 
Everyonewas in a hurry to come down because very little time was left for aftaar and 
we vere in a deserted area where evan water for drinking was not possible to acquire. 
The Syrian and our own people as wall wara vorried that we had beco me late but 
Hazrat Maulana was coming down the mount ain very calmly. Wa had already seen 
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ahorse. even then, youshould not scoldhim. Ifyou do not w an t to give anything then 
be silent or ask for forgiveness. " Hazrat had more jamaali rang {color of beauty) but 
■in the mat ter of religion he was also jalaali (full of grandeur) and. in the case of 
Shareeat and Sunnah. no matter who it was, he would not give any compensation. 
En 1962 AD during a speech in Khadda Markefc (Liyari), the opponents endeavored a 
üarce assassination attempt on him. Almighty Allaah had to keep the life of Maulana 
safe and had to take a lot of work trom him, therefore. Hazrat recovered. After the 
assassination at temp t. when he carne to the sacred Haramain e Shareefain {Ylakkah 
and Madinah), he had said, "E used to say to people that the death by martyrdom i 
very nica. ^'hen E facedit myself then E actually realized this. E found this reality that 
the death by martyrdom is a very comfortable death. E was struck by a dagger again 
and again. The double dagger kep t striking my body but E did no t even feel it Neither. 
did E feel any pain. even though I am very sensitive. If a thcm is stuck. you feel pain 
but daggers were struck and E did not feel pain." He said. "Due to this, E did not seek 
revange and forgave my at tackers. " In this assassination at temp t . Hazrat receivad tive 
deep wounds. The tyrants wanted to cut the veins of the heart and the jugular vein but 
.Almighty .Allaah gave life to Hazrat. He stayed in the hospital for two and a half 
months and he again started to be vigorously activa as soon as he carne ou of the 
hospital. Rather, with more passion and zest, he seiwed Maslak-a-Haqq (the True 
Phth). 


A few days after the assignation attempt. he carne to Haramaian. One day, a 
lit tle before after the month of Ramadaan. as I went to Maldcah Mukarramah to 
perform Umrah, E saw clad in a very elegant turban and jubbah (long coat) of Syrian 
style, Hazrat Maulana Qkarvi was perform mg Tawaaf (to circulate around the 
Ka bah). I was very happy at this unexpected meeting. E complained that why did he 
not inform me about his arrival and why did he not stay in Jeddah? He said, "My 
program was made in a hurry so I could not inform you and I carne straight to 
^lakkah Mukarrimih. due ta fasting. so E could perform Umrah while fasting. E have 
just changed clothes after performing Umrah. -And now, after the Tawaaf. we have to 
go to Ghaar-e-Saur (the Cave of Saur)." E said that, "You have come on a joumey 
after surviving an assass ina tion attempt. you must have a lot of weakneaa. You might 
have not even slept today. Right after coming back. you performed Umrah and now 
you want of go to the cave of Saur. For that, youneed a lo t of energy. You are fasting 
and the mount ain of Saur is no t an easy mountain. Climbing it is very difticult. I will 
cnly say this much that you may make a program of visiting it when your health is 
fully recovered. You keep coming so you can make a program of visiting the Cave of 
Saur some other time. besides the month of Ramadaan. when you have fully 
recovered. Hazrat said that, "E have already promised some other people and it is 
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1 have been living in the xacred Hijazz for more than thirty years. Up till a few 
years. every year in the month of Hajj. I would put my ovn tent. Like this. I would 
also get the chance of looking after the scholars. holy mai. friendsand associates and 
would benetit tfom the scholars as well. Now. my Health does not allov me and the 
govemmenfs restrictioris fceep increasing every year. However. E have this pleasure 
that the last Hajj of Hazrat Maulana Qkarvi was also performed with me. After Hajj , 
he went to the tour of propagation in South África. His popularity was similar in 
every direction. He did enormous and true Service of Faith and the religious path. His 
graciousness still continues and will. In Shaa Allaah. continue. He is counted amongst 
those personalities who are unforget table. I can certainly say this: anywhere in the 
world where there are Urdu speaking Muslims. amonest them. there is still respect, 
devo tion and love for Hazrat Maulana Muhammad Shafee Ükarvi. And even today t 
the preseived vo ice of Hazrat is echoing in all directions. How fortunate was and is 
Hazrat Maulana Okarvi that he isremembered in reference to the remembrance of the 
Holy Prophet (Sallal Laahu Alaiehi Wa faliam) and will continue to be remembered. 
A decade.. . has been passed since he has vailed tfom this world but there has been no 
decrease in his remembrance. Still today, blessed deeds are performed on his behalf in 
i-Iadinah Munzvwarah. \lakkah Mukarramah and all around the world. Every person 
who has come to this world, will go back as this is the system of the Divine. En 
counting. Hazrat Maulana spent very few years in the world but these few years of his 
are more precious and blessed than the combined years of the lives of millions of 
people. .Aid he has single handedly performed that work which cannot be performed 
by hundreds of organizations and millions of people. May Allaah permit his 
graciousness to be bestowed on people for many many more years....

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one miracle of rain tfom Hazrat and now the second miracle appeared in ffont of us. 
Which was that. now that we were at a short distance trom around levei, we saw tfom 
the mountain. a cio th for food was spread out and there were ífesh dateE- and also 
water. This proVision was enough for a hundred people. .All of us kept looking at one 
another at seeing this arrangement. The Syrians was also very happy. Like Zamzam. 
that water was very delicious and sweet and the taste of dates was also very good. 
From where were those dates, what kind of water was it, who had made the 
arrangement and tfom where had all of this come? Even today, I think about it and 
keep thinking about it. Definitely, because of Hazrat Maulana. it was a special 
bestowed blessing. He was a special and chosen bondsman of Almighty Allaah and 
the Holy Prophet (Sallal Laahu Alaiehi Wa Saliam). After the aftaar. we read 
Maghrib there. I wanted Hazrat to go to Jeddah with me tfom there but Hazrat said 
that he would first go to Makkah Mukarrantah with the fellovs and vould leave for 
Jeddah after reading the Salaat of Taraweeh. 

The Syrians shook Hazrzfs hand with much devo tion. kissed his hands and 
said words of praise. All of them had only this much to say that they would defini tely 
alvays remember that day. According ta the promise that night. Hazrat carne to my 
house after Taraweah in Jeddah and stayed in my house. What should E describe 
about his graciousness? Whenever I would go to Karachi. Hazrat Maulana would 
make me stay in his house and would bestow generously. When Kaukab Miyaan 
carne for the first time for Ziyaarat and Umrah. from Jeddah. went straight to 
Madinah Munavwarah. This was his routine. he would come after wearing ahraam (a 
special attire for performing Umrah) tfom Madinah.. E took him with me to perform 
the tirst Umrah on Friday in the month of Eamadaan. The first Hajj he performed as 
welL he performed with me. Hazrat Maulana had gjven special at tention to the 
training of this son of his. After shifting to the house of P.E.C.H. Society. Hazrat had 
increased his propagating activities. En this area. there would be a gathering between 
! Asr and Maghrib in the house of one or the other every Sunday. Hazrat would giva a 
brief speech. There would be a session of que-stions- and answers and then there would 
be Durood o Salaam and duaz. Kaukab Miyaan was trained to give speech and do 
qiraa at (recitation) and read na at in these gatherings. Hazrat Qutb-e-Madinah. 
Ivlaulana Shah Ziyaa ud Deen Ahmad Qaadiri (Allaah have mercy on him) had 
immense love for Kaukab Miyaan. gave him a lot of blessings and would make him 
supplicate in gatherings. Kaukab Miyaan was also in charge of looking after the 
guests of Hazrat Maulana Ükarvi in Karachi. Not in ffont of him but in ffont of us, 
Hazrat would praise this son of his a lot 5 with love and affection. Amongst the 
families of the religious scholars as well, Hazrat Maulana Ükarvi is very prominent 
with this title that the environment ofhis house is very pious andEslaamic.
